Dr. Jackson on the Long Wharf. 


MB. UDITOU :— The Long Wharf,.by tho granl 
from tho Town in 173!),i8totnVVo "a road thirty 
foHirido on it« south >idc,oivr its entire length,'' 
freo and clear of buildings anil other incum- 
br»nco«, for tho belter landing of nil sorts of 
wood, lumber Ao., for the benefit of tho inhab- 
itants; "and thattho grunted lower part ofsaid 
wharf will bo commodious for tho landing of 
large vessels," Sc. It was built in the years of 
1739-'50,»nd was well cared for until the revolu- 
tionary struggle- of the country. The liritisb 
troops when on tho Island, committed great 
dopridations upon tho wharves of Newport, as 
well as upon its houses and estates ; particular- 
ly upon this wharf. Newport has never since 
equalled tho Newport of tho Colony, for sev- 
cral years subsequent to tho independency of 
the nation, many of tho business-men of tho 
city, not only removed to Providonco and other 
places, but their vessels and their trade found 
other ports of entry and othor locations. Tho 
wharves of the town, seventy in number, con- 
sequently became comparatively deserted, and 
of neeoesity greatly dilapidated. Tho iioblo 
foundations that yet remain, show what must 
have boon tho enterprise of Newport, tho an- 
cient New England commercial metropolis. 


It was not until twelve years after the peace 


with England, that the sympathies of her re- 
maining merchants were -enlisted in behalf of 
thcLong Wharf. Thequestionofi'rceSchools 
was then being 
moted—against which the 


main influence of the place was enlisted. It 
was to guard against such a public law, that 
the first effort to rebuild, or repair the wharf 
was begun, and the plan to devote the income, 
that should arise from its wharfage, was laid 
to sustain in the town what was contemplated 
by snch t State -enactment. And consequent- 
ly the establishing of such schools in 1800,

Such was the opposition by the proprietors

This crea- 
ted great excitement and a Town Meeting was 
specially called, August 2oth, 18D1. vol. 1, 
page -l'2o, when the following resolution was 
adopted, viz.:—

bly be instructed to oppose the petition for in- 
corporating theproprietorsoftholjOiiR "Wharf, 
until the Keport of a Committee of the town 
of Newport respecting the said Long Wharf 
be heard." 


At the February session of tbe Assembly at 


Bristol,Schedules 1801-1, page 4, the Trustees, 
having no charter obtained power to sell what- 
ever right they had in certain lots on tbe prem- 
ises, but they did not warrant, as I can learn, 
any deed to any one ; for they had none to 
sell, the proprietors and the Town Treasurer 
having both withheld, or failed to convey any 
portion ofthat part of the wharf to them, and 
of course the fee of that portion of the wharf 
remains in the city. 
As the. proceeds of the Lottery we.rc.as I infer, 


insufficient to build a Hotel, that portion of 
the. design was not carried out. And conse- 
quently cannot ho, unless funds from some 
quarter, other than the. wharfs income, bo rais- 
ed. Thoobject, to which the income, ean bo 
appropriated, is clearly stilted in tho Lottery 
grunt of 1795.
